Hello Ellen - My apologies for not sending this information sooner. The last couple of weeks have been an absolute 
blur for me. I'm sure you can relate. 

Thanks for your interest in potentially hosting the 2019 WCUDF. Per our conversation, sending you the program 
from the past two WCUDFs and also the conference budget from the event in Long Beach and the MOA between 
CDA, IDA and Long Beach outlining each organizations responsibilities. 

One item to note - although the fundraising commitment in the Long Beach MOU says $10K, we've found that in 
order for the conference to be successful the commitment should be no less than $20,000. We've established this 
program that we are getting continued support from our sponsors. I believe this year for Walnut Creek we've 
reached $40K in sponsorships. 

I've also cc'd a few folks on this email that would be happy to chat with you about what's involved with being a 
conference host. Kathy Hemmenway is the Executive Director in Walnut Creek and right now in the thick of 
finalizing details for this year's conference. Steven Welliver is the Deputy Chief Executive in Downtown Santa 
Monica, host of the 2016 conference and Kraig Kojian is the CEO of the Downtown Long Beach Alliance. 

It would be ideal to be able to announce the location of the 2019 conference at the end of this year's conference. I 
realize that might not be possible. The CDA board is extremely excited about the possibility of having the South 
Park BID host 2019 WCUDF so just let me know if there is any additional information you need to finalize your 
decision.
